An official statement by the 


U.S. Embassy, making no men- 
tion of Jefferson, said Metzger 
was walking along a major thor- 
oughfare in Bydgoszcz in north- 
ern Poland, "was 
apprehended 


at gun point by military person- 
nel, 
detained against his will, 


denied permission to telephone 


the American Embassy and for- 
cibly searched." 


The statement said the U.S. 


government, here and in Wash- 
ington, protested this "flagrant 
violation of the imniunily of an 
American diplomatic officer. 


"At the time of his apprehen- 


sion," it added, "Col. Metzger 
was on a trip in an area where 
American diplomatic personnel 
are permitted to travel without 
restriction." 


The statement said Metzger 


was detained for some hours, 


from midatternoon until early 
morning, Jan. 5. 


Metzger, who was declared 


persona non grata—unwelcome 
—said he plans to leave Warsaw 
Sunday with his wife and son.

Northampton group involved 
Farmers start grain boycott

STROUDSBURG — The National Farmers Organization has 


launched another farm products withholding campaign to boost 
the prices of farm commodities, but the more than 350 Monrce 
County farmers, if anything, will be on the sidelines watching. 


Pledging again, "No price, no, production," the NFO Thursday 


chose to hold back grain from going to market until farmers 
get the price they want. The NFO with membership in 30 
states, set a price of $1.50 per bushel on corn; 52.25 per hundred- 
weight on other feed grains and comparable prices for all other 
grains. 


Next on the NFO withholding list are withholding actions 


on meat, milk and other farm commodities. 


One of the major reasons why Monroe County's farmers 


will be on the sidelines, and on the outside looking in, or 
vice versa, is because the county's fanners do not have an 
NFO chapter. 


The nearest chapter is in neighboring Northampton County. 


Northampton County NFO President Roy Klein said Thursday 
night, however, there are a couple of Monroe County farmers 
who have joined the chapter- 


In 
withholding Ihe 
grain, 
Northampton County 
cannot 


participate too much since it has a small percentage of grain 
farmers. 


The' Northampton County Chapter, however, has been in- 


strumental in organizing Bucks County, where there is a large 
concentration of grain farmers. 


Bill Gargas, an NFO worker in Bucks County, said that 


25 grain farmers have joined the NFO within the last two 
weeks and pledged to withhold the grain from the market. 


Gargas said that records will he kept of the grain withhold 


and that the NFO, as a bargaining agent, will contact dealers 
Heart patients 
react differently 


in order to obtain the price they want. 


The NFO conducted six previous withholding actions, major 


ones on livestock in 19G2 and 19B4 and on milk last March. 
The boycotts resulted in some violence. Monroe County farmers 
sympathized somehwat with the NFO on the milk withholding 
action 


NFO officers stale that these withholding actions are necessary 


in order to allow farmers to bargain lor their prices. The 
farmers, the officers state, are the only businessmen throughout 
the country who take their goods to market 
and ask 
"how 


much will you give me for it-" 


National NFO president Oren Le^ Stalcy said this particular 


withholding action "is designed to shut down the American 
agricultural plant until our members gel a fair price for their 
products." 


In Monroe County, the farms have been shutting down since 


1949. The county had a total M4 farms in 1949 which comprised 
89,145 acres. 


In 1964, the latest accurate figures available, the county 


had only 378 farms which comprised 48,369 acres. Only 84 farmers 
had a gross income of over 810,000. 


The reasons for the decline vary-, but the basic reason seems 


to be that the area is becoming more and more tourist oriented 
and that is where the money is to be gotten. 


The withholding action on the grain, may however, effect 


the local farmer in the same way it might affect each resident- 
If the NFO is successful in getting its price for the grain, 
indications arc that the price of grain 
related products, such 


as bread, will go up. Local dairy farmers may be affected 
in purchase of grain feed for cattle if the prices increase-

The condition of Mike Kasper- 
ak, whose life was saved by a 
heart transplant Saturday night, 
continues to improve, his doc- 
tors reported Thursday. 


Use of an artificial kidney has 


been 
discontinued, 
the 
mid- 


morning medical bulletin from 
Stanford Medical Center said, 
and his kidney function 
has 


turned to near normal. 


"His 
blood pressure, pulse 


and cardiac functions are nor- 
mal," 
the bulletin continued. 


"He is still being fed intrave- 
nously. The patient is breathing 
spontaneously without the assist- 
ance of a respirator for part of 
the time. His liver function con- 
tinues to improve." 


Kasperak's physicians were 


so pleased with his progress 
they said no further reports 
would be made until Friday 
morning unless there is a note- 
worthy change. 


Still critical 


They noted, however, that he 


remained on tho critical list. 
This was not unexpected. Dr. 
Norman E. Shumway, chief of 
the team of surgeons who made 
the transplant, said Kasperak's 
condition would be considered 
critical for several weeks be- 
cause of the possibility his body 
may reject the implanted tissue. 


Kasperak, 54, a retired steel- 


worker, has sat up in bed sever- 
al times, his legs dangling over 
the side to facilitate circulation. 


'He had suffered a total heart 


failure and was dying when the 
heart was removed from Mrs. 
Virginia White, 43, victim of a 
brain hemorrhage, and trans- 
planted to Kasperak's body.

Barnard's transplant team said 
development of fluid around the 
heart was not uncommon in 
open heart surgery cases. 


The hospital said a needle was 


inserted 
into 
the 
pericardiu 


and the fluid removed. 


Feels belter 


"Alter this procedure, lie feels 


better," Ihe bulletin said. 


A hospital spokesman said a 


smaller 
amount of fluid 
had 


been present around Blaiberg's 
new heart for several days, but 
X-rays 
Thursday 
morning 


showed much larger amounts 
and the sac enclosing the heart 
had to be tapped. 


Blaiberg developed a slight 


throat infection, but it also was 
not considered serious, accord- 
ing to Dr. Marlhinus C. Botha, 
the Immunologisl on the heart 
surgery team at Grootc Schuur. 


Botha said the infection was 


being treated with a gargle.

Milk control 
issue stalled 


HAHRISBURG 
(AP) - A 


proposal to abolish the state 
Milk Control Commission was 
withdrawn unexpectedly from 
the 
Constitutional 
Convention 


Thursday, hut its sponsors say 
they have not given up the 
battle. 


The sponsors, delegates Henry 


P. Otto of Pittsburgh and Rich- 
ard L. Huggins of McKcesport, 
said they intend to introduce 'a 
stronger 
amended 
proposal" 


when 
the convention returns 


next week. 


Otto and Huggins withdrew 


their original proposal Wednes- 
day by dropping an appeal from 
a ruling by LI. Gov. Raymond 
J. Broderick, convention presi- 
dent, that the quesion of con- 
sumer price controls was outside 
the convention's limited juris- 
diction. 


Debate 


The surprise move came at 


the end of an hour-long debate 
in which Otto, Huggins and a 
third sponsor, delegate Harold 
H. Goldman, had argued the con 
vention had every right to con- 
sider the proposal. 


Goldman, the first to capitu- 


late, said he favored withdraw- 
ing the appeal in the interest of 
keeping the convention's scope 
limited. 


"My reason for withdrawing 


is not because I do not thorough- 
ly agree with the proposal,*' 
Goldman said, "but because I 
believe it would open the door 
and permit other questionable 
proposals to come in. It would 
split the convention wide open." 


Otto, pointing out he had re- 


lied on Goldman's legal advice 
in submitting the appeal, agreed 
to withdraw the proposal. 


"It is a difficult decision to 


make," Otto said, "but I have 
great respect for Mr. Goldman's 
opinion, so I \vil\ withdraw the 
proposal." 


Huggins also agreed to drop 


the appeal. 


Earlier, delegate Benjamin J. 


Levin of Media had withdrawn 
an appeal to a Broderick rul- 
ing dismissing a proposal that 
would have given the defendant 
in civil court cases the right to 
select a jury or non-jury trial. 


Under convention rules, Brod- 


erick may refuse to accept any 
proposal he determines is be- 
yond the convention's mandated 
authority to consider only four 
specific articles of the Constitu- 
tion. 


The same rules, however, spe- 


cify Broderick's decisions may 
be upset by a majority vote of 
the delegates. It would take 82 


votes to overturn a ruling. 


To date, Broderick has re- 


jected 17 proposals cm jurisdicti- 
onal grounds. Several appeals 
have been filed, but only one 
has been put to a floor vote. In 
that instance, Broderick's ruling 
was upheld. 


Three proposals were put be- 


fore the convention Thursday, 
the last day proposals could be 
introduced from the floor.

Milk buyers 
receive 
dividends 


PITTSBURGH (A'P)—"It's the 


most wonderful thing that could 
happen," an 81-year-old retired 
man said Thursday after collect- 
ing his first dividend on milk he 
bought at a dairy store operated 
by a fanners' cooperative. 


'I've been coming here since 


they opened about a 
month 


ago," said Guy DiBenedictis, 
who lives about two blocks from 
a United Dairy Farmers' store 
in Pittsburgh's Brookline sec- 
tion. 


"A lot of people can't afford 


to spend a lot of money on inilk, 
and this helps a lot," lie said. 


DiBenedictis was among the 


early customers to turn in their 
cash register receipts at co - op 
stores to collect a 15-cent divi- 
dend on every gallon of milk 
they had bought. 


Lower price 


'Hiey paid $1.06 a gallon, (he 


minimum retail price fixed by 
the state Milk Control Commis- 
sion. But the dividend means 
they actually are paying only H 
cents a gallon. 


But the co-op is operating un- 


der a cloud because the Milk 
Commission hasn't indicated yet 
whether it will try to block the 
new retailing plan. A commis- 
sion spokesan said its lawyers 
are investigating to see if there' 
any conflict between co-op and 
milk laws regarding dividends. 


Luther Elkin, a co-op official, 


said the farmers expect to pay 
about $2,000 in dividends over 
the next few days. They have, 
eight stores in Pittsburgh and 
neighboring counties. 


"We're paying a 15-cent divi- 


dend now," he said, "but it may 
go up. It won't RO any lower. 
We'll pay dividends for a period 
of alwut five days every month." 


The bills were transmitted In 


the governor by Budget Secre- 
tary Arthur F. Sampson, who 
went to the Virgin Islands Wed- 
nesday for some preliminary

'The legislative pay bill pri- 


marily provided a 10-to-15 per

file legislators from $6,000 to

Under the new law, effective 


immediately, the Speaker of 
the House and Senate President 
Pro Tempore will have their ad- 
ditional compensation 
jumped 


from $9,000 to $10,000- They were 
the only two legislative officers 
to be compensated above the 
straight $12,000 accorded the 
rank-and-file. 


In addition, the four majority 


and minority floor leaders in 
both the House and Senate will 
receive an extra $8,500 for their 
positions, jumping their total 
salaries to $15,700, plus the 
straight 54,800 in expenses. 


Other rules 


The four majority and minori- 


ty whips will receive an additi- 
onal $4,000 for an annual com- 
pensation of $16,000; the majori- 
ty and minority caucus chair- 
men, 
$3,500, $15,500; and the 


four caucus secretaries, $2,500, 
$14,500. 


Each of the 18 leadership posi- 


tions have had 
appropriations 


in the past contingency allow- 
ances to cover the added duties 
of their offices. The contingen- 
cy funds are to be reduced ac- 
cording to the extra salary they 
now will receive.

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Decision in works 
on bid by North 


Tlie stage has been strangely silent in this week after 


(he siiKseMion tlial North Vietnam would be willing to 
talk about lie-ace — il' the liomlung of the North is stopped. 


The cloves ;uul the hawks fell mil of the trees like 


leaves in ()i-li'l>er in the days immediately after this new 
development. Then, the calm. The administration, we sus- 
pect, ignored those predictable exclamations and is tak- 
iu>r the surest route possible to chunk out the details. 


If the North of for is honest and it will give a com- 


mitment to botfin talks within a few days after the bomb- 
ing' stops, then the agonizing appraisal must he made in 
Washington and Saigon : Are the c-hanees of a quick 
truce so great that they are worth the obvious military 
advantage the enemy >;ets when the bombing stops? 


Although it is clear that much of the rest of the 


world has an opinion abent this, we don't share in such 
wisdom. LiUe everyone else we want to see the fighting 
end bill we want South Vietnam to continue as the stop- 
ping point for communism and believe this will continue 
to take si-nie propping up from the free .side. 


The North, which has made such a point of n bomb- 


ing pause, obviously is being shaken by the raids; prob- 
ably is being severely weakened. The allied plan of vict- 
ory includes applying this pressure on the North, which 
is the instigator, the grains and the supplier for the rev- 
olution in the South. 


If we agree to a prolonged pause in the bombing it 


certainly could be that the North, if it is insincere regard- 
ing the peace talks, would be able to regroup and repair 
its lines of supply to the point that the war to which the 
allies are committed would be extended. 


The world knows there is political pressure as well 


as economic pressure on the 
1 U.S. to find a way to end 


the fighting. From this disadvantagcd point in the Poc- 
onos we are going l<\ trust the allies to make the best 
decision, hoping it will be based on facts and wisdom to 
be lasting, not forced by pressure to be expedient. 


Experiments 
on hearts 


offer us more future 


Meanwhile back at the operating table, the experi- 


ments that will lead someday to the point where such a 
vital organ as the heart will be replaced regularly by 
surgeons at Monroe County General Hospital, create 
happy front page news. 


H is an oddity wlicn we class as "happy news" a 


series of medical stories in which the patients have died 
or are almost certain to die soon. The cheerful side is 
that the dctors have proved heart transplants possible. 
In fact the flurry of transplants triggered in little more 
than a month proves that the mechanics of the switch are 
possible for several surgeons. The failures simply show 
the many other considerations involved — and unknown 
— beyond the techniciues of removing and replacing a 
heart. 


These are days of education in the transplanting of 


human organs. The medical teams show us courage in 
pioneering in human lift; and the patients show us cour- 
age in permitting the vital experiments that are such a 
necessary prelude to consistent success. 


The surgeons and scientists are innovators but far 


different than the inventors who experiment with the 
metal machines. The? stake's are not only higher on the 
table hut in the ge-als of I he complete effort. 


These experiments that will expand useful life for 


as long as it exists will surely have a much greater effect 
on all history than a military or political decision regard- 
ing one of man's wars. That can be small comfort, how- 
ever, to the ones who must make the immediate decisions.

NEW YORK — There's a reasonable chance 


that with the possible exceptions of "I Love 
You" and "I Hate You," Ihe sentence most 
said by Americans over the past five years 
is "why did we get in there in the first place?" 


"There," of course, is Vietnam. 
In case you, too, have wondered, the clearest 


slep-by-step advance

secretary of state for far Asian and Pacific 
affairs William P. Bundy, lo Ihe National Student 
Association at College Park, Md. Excerpts: 


"Our first decisions affecting Vietnam were 


in 1945. President Roosevelt deeply believed that 
French Colonial control in Indo-China should not 
he restored This attitude led us in the closing 
months of the war aguinsl militarist Japan to 
adopt what the French have always considered 
an obslruclive attitude toward their relura. 


"Separately, 
we 
briefly 
gave m o d e s t 


assistance to Ho Chi Minh as an asset against 
Ihe Japanese This story, like so much else 
in Ihe whole record, is best told in Rovert 
Shaplen's ihoughtful 'The Lost Revolution.' 


French Broke agreement. 


"Second, when the French had returned, we 


stood aside. In the critical year 1948, and over 
the next three or four years, the French first 
made Ihe Fontaineuleau Agreement ( to set 
Vietnam on ttie path to early independence) 
and then broke it, so that major conflict started. 


"It has often been argued, by Shaplen among 


others, llial we could have exerted 
greater 


•pressure. Perhaps even effective pressure, on 
the French to go through with Ihe agreement. 
The failure to exert such pressure may thus 
be construed as u negative policy decision on 
our part 


"I 
myself 
am 
skeptical 
that 
we could 


conceivably have affected the unfortunate course 
that Ihe French followed in this period. If it 
is argped that our overwhelming Marshall Plan 
aid to France should have given us leverage, 
then il musi he pointed out at Ihe same time 
that (he Marshall Plan became operative only 
early in 1948 and lhal by then the die was 
largely casl. Moreover, I doubt very much if 
the proud and braised French nation would have 
responded even if we had tried to act to end 


the colonial era, as we did to a major extent 
with the Dutch in Indonesia. 
N 


"The tragedy of Vietnam derives from the 


fall of France in 1940 and all the understandable 
emotions aroused by that even! among French 
leaders, including notably De Gaulle himself. 
Restored control in Indochina was a 
badge, 


however mistaken, 
for a France lhat meant 


lo be once again a world Power. 


"Altoough it may be argued lhal we should 


al least have tried, I doubt if this deep French 
altitude could have been shaken by anything 
we did or said and least of all by anything 
said or done in connection with the wise and 
right policy of helping France lo gel back on 
her feet. 


Derense against Communism 


"The third period of American decision began 


in 1950, just before our involvement in the defense 
of Korea againsl Soviet-inspired aggression. The 
Communists 
had just taken control 
in China 


and entered into the 1950 alliance with Ihe Soviet 
Union 
Communism 
did then appear to our 


policymakers 
as 
something 
approaching 
a 


monolith, and we came to see Die French stand 
in Indochina as part of a global attempt to 
repel Communist military adventures. 


"At the very end (1954), the French, with 


a degree of American pressure installed the 
staunchly nationalist Diem as prime minister, 
hardly thinking he would survive and looking 
rather to a short period in which the French 
could exit with some semblance of grace and 
let nature lake its course 


"In late 1954 President E i s e n g o w e r 


committed us to furnish economic support for 
the new regime. Diem was already showing 
himself lougher and more able than anyone had 
supposed possible. And in early 1955, without 
any formal slalement, we begati to take over 
the job of military assistance to South Vietnam 
. 
. In short, in the 1954-55 period we moved 


into a major supporting role and undertook a 
major 
treaty 
commitment 
involving 
South 


Vietnam."

line between the rights of 


dissent and the non-rights of dissent will persuade 
the violence-prone extremists nol lo cross il.

CROSSROADS. By Fames Mcfonkey. Dutton.

In 11 chapters, Mct'onkey shuttles back and 


forth between 'current happening and related 
remembrance" to summon 
forth 
the motley 


patterns of liis life. 


Each of these; chapters, written between 1980 


and 1MB, could stand alone as a personal essay. 
Together, they form what (lie author chooses 
lo call an autobiographical 
novel, in which he 


imposes "fictional truth and fictional order upon 
experience" 
in 
art 
effort 
lo soil 
out life's 


meanings. At the end he is looking back al 
the age of 45, a teacher at Cornell University 
who lives with his wife and three sons ia a 
while colonial farmhouse. 


The incidents of Hie present, most of them 


minor, 
recall 
incidents 
of his 
boyhood, his 


education, his World War 11 service, his teaching 
experience and a half year that the family spent 
in Europe. Mis relations with his sons bring 
back memories of his relations with his father, 
a wanderer svho never slayed very long in one 
place. 


AlcConkcy's story contains no great dramatic 


clashes, no profound soul-searching, no emotional 
crises. But it doesn't 
lack interest. On the 


contrary, 
it is a clear demonstration of the 


sometimes forgotten fact that a story of a normal 
life can be intriguing, especially if it is written 
with the grace which this author possesses.

intellectual distinction. Yet all the speculation 
is prompted naturally enough by Ihe perplexing 
queslion of why he i.s involved in an enterprise 
that will require greal sacrifice in money, effort 


and perhaps even reputation and an efforl thai 
lie himself recognizes is doomed lo failure. 


A two-hour discussion wilh Ihe senator did 


little to solve the mystery. He describes 
his 


campaign as a sort of holy crusade to purify 
the political process by offering Democrats who 
object to the war an opportunity to regisler 
their opposition within their own parly. He wants 
to reach out lo today's alienated youth, and 
draw them into political participation, (on the 
assumption, apparently, thai mosl youlh.s are 
doves — which contradicts all the polls.) 


These,however, are intellectual rather than 


emotional 
motivations, 
most

seek 
the 


presidency for intensely personal and emotional 
reasons, such as power and glory. 


One-track leader 


11 is true that occasionally hislury produces 


a volatile leader so intellectually committed to 
pursuit of a single philosophical cause lhat he 
is oblivious lo practical political limitations. 


Hut McCarthy is no zealot. He is cynical, 


self-deprecating, detached, unhurried to the point 
of inactivity, pagmatic in his senate politics, 
and customarily eloquently obscure. 


Nor does 
he 
display 
much enthusiastic 


interest 
in 
his 
own 
campaign. 
He 
cannot 


remember Ihe political background of (he man 
lie selected lo run his organization. He does 
not know how many anti-Vietnam organizations 
support him nor where he will campaign. 
He 


rules out speeches al shopping centers, door-lo- 
door 
solicitations, 
and 
apparently 
practicllly 


everylhing that does 
not 
appeal to him 
as 


properly regulated and cooly dignified. 


In short, McCarthy is sounding and behaving 


more like a professor, which he was, llian a 
politician, which he is. 


And all this leads 
hack 
in the original 


unresolved, and nagging question: Why is he 
running against Johnson/ 


of free speech and free assembly. These freedoms 
are the center and circumference of Ihe rights 
of disseril and 
must he kept open to every 


man. 


But Ihe non-rights of dissent also need lo 


be kept clearly in view in order lhat we may 
be able lo see when the righls of dissent have 
been transgressed and in order lo bring decisive 
public support for every legal action lo" forestall 
and contain the transgressors. 


The non-rights of dissent parallel the righls 


al every point. 


The use of free speech by some to prevent 


others from using free speech is a non-right 
of dissent- Freedom of speech is guaranteed 
to all—nol just lo Ihe minority, not just to 
Ihe majority, bin to all. 


To use free speech lo deny others Ihe righl 


lo free speech is the road to its destruction- 
ICxample: attempting to shoul clown speakers 
wilh whom you disagree to prevent ihem from 
speaking or to prevent olhers from lislcning. 


The use of freedom of assembly in a way 


lo deny it to olhers is a non-righl of dissent. 
Example: picketing public meetings lo prevent 
others from attending such public gatherings 
is a non-right of dissent. Example: trying lo 
keep people oul of the hotel in New York where 
Dean Rusk was speaking. 


The private use of force againsl the lawful 


exercise of freedom of speech and freedom of 
assembly is a non-right of dissent. Example: 
to physically 
bar recruiters for the Armed 


Forces or for companies producing war material 
from a campus where others wish lo see them. 


.Some abuse of the righls of dissent comes 


from understandable frustration. 
Hut lei's nol 


overlook Ihe fact that there are some, like Ihe 
Students for a Democratic Society, who openly 
proclaim Dial Ihcir goal is lo "spread Jiale" 
and destroy "cleinncnUic institutions." 


That is a imn-right of dissent

Headaches and sinus 


MOW CAN you lell if a headache is caused 


by a sinus infection? 


Headaches 
over 
Ihe 
forehead 
and pains 


around Ihe eyes and in Ihe cheekbones 
are 


frequently caused by sinus infection. There are, 
however, many other reasons for the complaint 
of headache. 


'Headache is a vague term which which 


frequently is used indiscriminately to describe 
pain, discomfort a sense of lightheacledncss and 
even dizziness. Almost every unusual feeling in 
the heail is inadequately called a "headache". 


The sinuses are normally filled with air and 


are lined by a delicate membrane to protect 
againsl 
infection. 
When Ihe .sinuses become 


infected fir when the lining becomes thickened 
because of allergy, air does not flow 
freely 


in and oul of Ihe sinuses. 


An accumulation of pus or thickening of 


Ihe 
lining 
membrane 
wilh 
polyp 
formation, 


presses outward on Ihe sinus wall and can 
produce some degree of headache. 


It should lie remembered lhal there 
are 


occasional sinus infections without headache. The 
patient himself must not assume lhal there is 
nn infection because there is no headache. 


Infections of ihp fronlal sinuses may cause

problem if partner's response

The way to avoid such problems 
is 'to open wilh 
the highly 


descriptive bid of one nolrump 
and lei partner do the rest. 


2. One diamond. Despite the 


notrump

hand, the proper opening is a 
diamond. Hands containing 19 
liighfiml points do not fall inlo 
Hie category of one or 
two 


nolrump 
opening 
bids. 
Such 


hands are opened with one of 
a suit. The extra values are 
shown by jumping In notnimp 
at the next opportunity. 


3. One club. Here we have 


no legilimate suil wilh which 
to open the bidding, since the 
spades and hearts are too weak 
lo mention and we have only 
three clubs. But since any 15-

opening bid, something must be 
done. The club bid is easily 
the best choice. It keeps the 
bidding low and allows for the 
discovery of a major suit fil 
if there is one.
